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Price of Inflation 

Drops in farm prices have been substantial. The 
Index in mid-December stood at 98 per cent of par- 
ity compared with 107 a year ago and 122 per cent 
in 1946. Some major crops are selling below 90 
per cent of parity. 

Consumers wonder why they don't find similar 
declines in food prices. The reason is simple. Major 
costs of any business today are made up of irreduc- 
ible expenditures that are the result of twenty years 
of Inflationary trend, which has seen the value of 
the dollar cut in half. This has put a higher value 
on everything from* matches to locomotives. The 
cost of goods and services that enter into the opera- 
tion of a retail store have doubled and tripled in 
•some instances. 

Consider taxes. In pro-inflation days they were 
not a burden. Today taxes cost us more than our food 
and clothing combined. Hundreds of taxes are in- 
cluded in the price of necessities. They begin on 
the farm and accumulate through every step of the 
production and distribution process. A large part 
of current high prices for processed and manufac- 
tured products is due to taxes. 

Then consider what has happened to wages — 
those paid by retailers are no exception. Also they 
have another new cost — a mountain of paper work 
and expensive legal guidance in attempting to com- 
ply with those evil misnomers called price controls. 
Current . reductions in some farm prices largely 
evaporate in inflation and taxes before they can be 
passed along to consumers. This is the penalty we 
pay for swallowing the advice peddled by spend-our- 
selvcs-rich politicians. 

If it were not for the efficiency of the modern re- 
tailer who is able to operate on an infinitesimal net 
profit margin per sale, we would be back to a barter 

system.

Hit and Run Taxes 

"When an electric power company asks for a rate 
increase to meet today's inflated costs of operation 



which arc made up of higher wages, hghcr» costs for 
all supplies, and higher taxes, It naturally bears the' 
brunt of any public opposition. 

But strange as It may seem, the biggest benefi- 
ciaries of such an increase, the tax collectors, can 
sit back, take their rake-off, and escape public criti- 
cism. 

For example, In Louisiana recently the state 
commission authorized an electric company to In- 
crease Its rates 20 per cent in compliance with a 
supreme court ruling. The raise meant an estimated 
$2,500,000 extra revenue but the company will keep 
little more than $1,000,000— government taxes will 
take the lion's share. 

It is a safe bet that all news stories of such on 
occurrence will read "Power company gets rate 
boost." None will read "taxes boost powor talcp" 

The situation is a lot like reports on a hit ..and j 
run driver. The victim of circumstances (In Jthe 
present case the power company) gets the publicity, 
and the tax collector culprit .Is lost jn the shuffle.

Thank School Physics 
For Modem Miracles 

SCHENECTADY, N. Y..— Don't be 
footed by flashing tights spinning 
dials and rasping buzzers of mod- 
ern scientific measuring Instru- 
ments. The thing that really makes 
'em tick Is a principle out of that 
old high school physics book. 

In tact, Instrument engineers at 
the General Electlrc Company's 
general engineering laboratory 
here say most Instruments are 
merely timplc high school physics 
principles neatly wrapped In a 
carrying case. 

Thumb-worn pages of elemen- 
tary physics books at the labora- 
tory library Indicate the popular- 
ity of simple principles when eng- 
ineers are stuck for solutions to 
developmental problems. 

Take that old principle concern- 
ing the balling point of liquids— 
which decreases as altitude In- 
creases. It's riding high since be. 
Ing lifted from hf*h school physics 
books to weather balloons for meas- 
uring altitudes up to 30 miles. 

The principle is wrapped In a 
tiny and inexpensive Instrument 
catted a hypsometcr. Liquid Is 
brought to a boil In the device be- 
fore being sent aloft. As the bal- 
loon rises, temperature of the 
liquid drops, but so does the boil- 
ing point. Temperature data from 
the continuously-boiling liquid are 
radioed to earth bound observers 
by the baloon's automatic trans- 
mitter, and In this way, the bal- 
loon's altitude can be calulated. 



Bent Starlight Sends 
Scientist to Africa 

WASHINGTON, D.C.— A National 
Geographic Society scientist la on 
his way to. Khartoum, capital of the 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, In hope of 
proving that star light bends, 

Dr. George Van Blcsbroeck, pro- 
fessor emeritus " of astronomy at 
Chicago University's Yerkes Ob- 
servatory, left Washington to com- 
plete a study begun during last 
February's total eclipse of the svn 
over Khartoum, 

Using a giant telescope camera, 
Dr. Van Blesbroeck photographed 
the star field beyond the blacked- 
out sun, obtaining spectacular 
eclipse pictures. The telescope was 
left locked In position. 

By photographing the same star 
field six months later— but in the 
night sky— the astronomer- physi- 
cist hopes to measure accurately 
the so-called "Einstein Shift," an 
apparent displacement in the posi- 
tion of the stars. 

Years ago. Dr. Albert Einstein 
predicted that one of the proofs of 
his theory of relativity would be the 
observation of n slight bending In 
the rays of light from distant stars 
as the rays pass near the sun. 



Weather Path 

Two to six miles above the earth 
are the pathways where weather 
moves and Is made. To foretell the 
unfolding seasons and their vagaries 
over the United States, weathermen 
now chart condition of the atmos- 
phere over the entire northern 
hemisphere, high into the atrato- 
sphere.

In these sentences Jesus sketches 
the kind of person who "has," that 
Is to say, belongs to, the Kingdom 
of Heaven. If God were forced to 
throw away some of the human 
race and keep others, these are 
"the people he would keep. Jesus 
In these short sentences is pictur- 
ing the Christ-like. He Is not talk- 
ing about what they believe but 
about what they arc. There is all 
the difference In the world between 
Jesus' Idea of a Christian and 
some of the popular Ideas today. 
For example, many persons think 
of a Christian as a person who 
keeps a certain number of rules, 
or believes a certain number of 
things, or belongs to a peculiar 
kind of club called the church. But 
o club member may be exactly 
like the people on the outside ex- 
cept that he has paid his dues 
and they haven't; and some church 
members are Just like non-church 
members except that they hnve 
paid their dues (or at least owe 
theml while the outsiders have 
not.

The new addition Includes a Science Laboratory, Social 
Science Room, Music Rooms, Shop Rooms, General and Pri- 
vate Office. Boys' and Girls' Washrooms; also a gymnasium 
auditorium 94 ft x 98 ft, with a suspended acoustical celling 
and adequate and shower rooms for both boys and girls. The 
playing floor for basketball is 50 fi. x 84 ft. and there are 
two cross courts for practice. Folding bleachers are used 



for seating and there is sufficient space to eventually pro- 
vide sealing for 1800 people at basketball games. The stage 
44 ft x 26 ft has exceptionally fine rigging and lighting. Al- 
terations to the original building provide a new modern heat- 
ing and ventilation plant, acoustical treatment and the con- 
version of a classroom to a library,' a Fine Arts Department 
and a Manual Arts Department have been added to the cur- 
riculum of the school, thereby providing a complete program 
for the students in all high school course areas. 

Although invitations have been sent out to graduates of 
the school and other Interested persons, the program is open 
to the public and all interested persons are invited to visit 
what is believed to be one of the finest small high school 
plants In the area.

COCCIDIOSIS? 

Q: What causes coecldlosls In farm 

anlmiiPs? 

A: This is an Intestinal disorder 
which is caused by tiny, internal par- 
allies called ooccidla. 

Q: What farm animals does It af- 
fect? 

A: Almost every domestic animal, 
including cattle, sheep, goats, swine, 
pet stock and poultry. Young calves 
are especially susceptible, 

Q; Is the dis- 
ease fatal? 

A: It varies. 
However, It does 
kill a great many 
animals. Many 
calves die wJthln a week after they 
show first symptoms. ' 

Q: Does the same parasite attack 
.all species of animals? 

A; No, each livestock species has 
Its own type of coccldiol Infection. 
Lambs, for Instance, may graze on 
postures where calves are actually sick 
with coecldlosls and still not pick up 
the disease. 

Q: How do animals get this Infec- 
tion? 

A: Various factors may lead to an 
outbreak. Perhaps animals and poul- 
try nre overcrowded, or grouped with 
Infected herds or flocks. Outbreaks 
may occur among feeder animals In 
congested yards. Neglect of sanitation 
may be a cause. Parasites may be 
picked up from stagnant ponds or 
bayous. 

Q: What are the symptoms? 

A: They Include straining, reddish 
scouring, rapid loss of weight and ex- 
treme weakness. 

Q: Is there any treatment? 

A: yes. Early treatment usually Is 
followed by good results. Careful san- 
itation, clean quarters, and segrega- 
tion of birds and animals by ago 
groups, will help prevent outbreaks.
